JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 4.—At 12 o’clock 
to-day ex-Chief Olerk A. S. Smith rapped 
the House to order.

LEGISLATIVE CONTESTS. 


TWO EPUBLICANS SEATED BY THE KANSA 
SUPREME COURT. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 4.—The Supreme Court 
this morning decided two of the four legisla- 
tive contest cases which were argued before 
the court yesterday. Inthe Jackson County 
case, where Ed Shellabarger (Pop.)contested 
the election of Nick Kline (Rep.) on the 
ground that in the last apportion- 
ment the city of Holton was 
not included in the legislative 


district, the court held that it was evidently 
the intention of the Legislature to include 
the city in the district and that thecitizens 
of Holton who are not in any other legisla- 
tive district should not be disfranchised. 
The petition for mandamus was refused and 
Nick Kline, the Republican members, will 
take partinthe organization of the House.

In the Republic County case, where 
some of the tickets were mis 
printed, the court held that the error was 
evidently a clericalone, and that the voters 
using those tickets should not be disfrar- 
chised.

MINNESOTA. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Jan. 4.—In joint session at 
noon to-day the two houses listened to the 
address of the retiring Governor, W. 


R. Merriam, and the new Gov- 
Knute Nelson, Gov. Nelson in 

inaugural called attention to the 
Prosperous condition of the State finances 
and State institutions and recommended the 
extension of manufacture of binding twine 
atthe State prison. The soldiers’ relief 
fund being larger than the demands 
made upon it, he recommends the 
transfer of $40,000 to the Soldiers’ Home. The 
need of increased appropriations for new 
buildings atthe State University is empha- 
sizedand attention called to the necessity 
for some action looking toward unf 
formity in public school text books. 
He recommends the arrangement of judicial 
districts and the reduction of the agricul- 
tural experiment station salary list. He 
suggests the submission of a constitutional 
amendment for the taxation of the gross 
earnings of mining, express, parior 
and sleeping car companies. He recom- 
mends that all elevators be placed 
under State inspection, believing such action 
necessary to protect the small farmer, and 
farther favors laws to do away with all dis 
crimination in elevator service. He favors 
economy in all appropriations and opposes 
entering at the present time upon any new 
enterprises requiring the expenditure of 
money. 


COLORADO. 

DENVER, Colo., Jan. 4.—There was a good 

al of excitement visible when the Ninth 
General Assembly of Colorado was called to 
order at noon and there were widely differ- 
ing claims as tothe relative strength of the 
two parties. The Republicans claim that they 
have thirty-three members of the House 
azainét thirty-two of the combined opposition 
of the Democrats and Populists. The Demo- 
crats on the other hand maintain that four 
ofthe members elected as Republicans are 
really Farmers’ Alliance and will vote with 
the mocrats. A division and show of 
strength will probably be forced at the 
earliest opportunity and it will prob- 
ably come on a motion to appoint a 
temporary clerk in place of Willetts, the 
holdover clerk. should the Democratic- 
Populist combination capture the House the 
programme is forthe Kepublicans to walk 
out and organize separately. The combina- 
tion undoubtedly has control of the Senate 
by a majority of one. There are five contests 
in the House, which will go with the main 
question of partisan control.

MOBBED AND MURDERED. 


Highly Sensational Tragedy Reported in 
North Carolina. 


JOHNSON City, Tenn., Jan. 4.—Last night a 
mob of about 500 masked men entered the 
jall at Bakersville, N. C., and took Calvin 
Snipef, who had murdered Isaac Os- 
borne, a prominent citizen of Mitchell 
County, to a dense forest about half a 
mile away and lynched him. Seven of the 
Sheriff’s posse were killed in their efforts to 
defend the prisoner. About twenty-five or 
the mob were killed and among the dead and 
wounded some of the most prominent men in 
the county were the unfortunates. 

A report comes from Cranbery, 
Parkersvilie, that the lynching 
is unfounded. This last re- 
port, however, does not give 
any authority, and it is generally believed 
that a lynching has occurred, although the 
heavy slaughter is discredited.

Government Expert Still Searching for 
Cholera Bacteris. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Jan. 4.—Dr. H. D. Ged. 
ding, Post Assistant Surgeon of the United 
States Hospital Marine Service, denies that 


he has ever said that appearances 
in the penitentiary cases here supposed to be 
epidemic indicate clrolera. The examina- 
tions for bacteria are pending. Dr. Geddings 
arrived here from Washington yesterday for 
the purpose of determining the nature 
of the disease. He visited the 
penitentiary, and while not prepared to say 
as yet that the disease is cholera, he stated 
that there were evidences of a susniclous 
character. He is making an examination to- 
day for the purpose of determining whether 
or not cholera bacteria exists. Another con- 
vict died in the prison hospital last night.

BEER WAR ON. 


The Syndicate Offers Battle to the 
Outside Breweries. 


The Price of Beer Cut Down to $4 a 
Barrel.

AN EFFORT TO CLOSE UP ALL THE 
SMALLER CONCERNS. 


Anheuser-Busch and the Lemp SBrew- 
ery Involved in the Fight-—The Man- 
agers of the American, Home and 
Columbia Breweries Express Confi- 
dence in Their Ability to Stay With 
the Syndicate—Mr. Adolphus Busch 
Discusses the Big Cut. 


There isa beer war on hand between the 
syndicate brewers known as the St. Louis 
Brewing Association and the new brewerles, 
which include the American, National, Co- 
lumbia, Home and Obert’s brewing associa- 
tions, The war will also involve the An- 
heuser-Busch and Lemp brewing con- 
panies. Itis principally directed, however, 
against the new obrewerles which have 
sprung up since the syndicate was formed. 

From time to time for several months past, 
in the Competition for the local saloon trade, 
both the association and the newly estab- 
lished concerns have been allowing 
rebates first to one saloon and then 
another, and making slight redactions 
all along the line, trying to win away from 
their competitors what trade they could. 
The association has now cut the price to A a 
barrel, whichis almostif not the cost price 
to the pDrewerles, so that whatever local 
trade is done on that Dasis is 
done at a loss to the dreweries. 
It may eventually come to a point where the 
prices will go still lower, and a whole barrel 
of beer will be sold for $2 or even less. 

This is as a matter of course avery nice 
thing for the saloons, and it is to their inter- 
est to listen toall cutting propositions made 
to them so that they can reap the extra profit 
from the struggle. At the ordinary 
retail price ot s cents a glass the saloon man 
gets at least $8 fora Darrel and even as high 
as $10 and $12, sothat the profits under pres- 
ent prices will be something over 50 per cent 
for the saloon men. 

A call was made at the office of the St. 
Louis Brewing Association and Mr, Stock,the 
Secretary, questioned.

The fight seems to be for the local saloon 
trade, of which the two new brewertes and 
the association both want the control. This 
business is very extensive and forms a very 
important factor in their business. It will 
be a very nice thing forthe saloons, as the 
brewerles are all proverbially rich and can 
make a rather bitter fight. What the object 
of the syndicate ts, is hard to tell, unless the 
purpose is to absorb the new establishments. 
The Anheuser-Busch and the Lemp brew- 
erles can. of course, Weather almost any 
storm in the nature Of a protracted war, as 
they are in many instances interested more 
or less in the saioons Which they suppiy. and 
the men running them are getting onlya 
percentage of the business. 

The move should however, make the 
schooner size of glass Very popular with the 
saloons.

A meeting of the officers of the St. 
Louts Brewing Asssociation was held last 
night in the Wainwright Building, when 
it was decided that the association could af- 
ford to lose $500,000 in the fight. When this de- 
cision was determined upon the drivers of the 
syndicate wagons were called in and in- 
structed to deliver beer at the rate of $8 per 
barrel with a discount of 50 per cent off, or at 
a rate of $ per barrel. The officers 
of the association refuse to discuss as to just 
what else was transacted at the meeting. 

THE VIOLATED AGREEMENT. 

A woll- posted authority 
brewing business said 
he hac been eda 
the St. Louis Brewing Association had vio- 
lated the agreement made between it and 
the Anheuser-Busch, Lemp and Arsenal 
brewerles to the effect that they should 
not try to under-cut each other in the local 
trade or to get the cusgfomers away from 
each other. The agreeme also ruled that 
none of the brewerles should advance 
a saloon-keeper money to start up a new sa- 
loon. The latter clause was avoided by hav- 
ing a third party furnish the money on con- 
dition a particular brewery was patronized 
and the under-cut plan was worked 
by charging full price on the bills and then 
returning a cash rebate with the receipt 
which was not noted thereon. 

Mr. Bush did not seem to think that this 
was being done to any extent, or at least if it 
was, he did not seem to think it worth men- 
tioning, as he said himself, his brewery was 
not agressive and was taking no active part 
in the fight. 


POLISH BANDITS. | 


Wealthy People Attacked and Prisonors 
Held for Ransom. 


VIENNA, Jan. 4.—The authorities at Warsaw 
are excited over the spread of brigandage in 
Russian Poland. The province of Radem, 
adjoining Austrian Galicia, has recently been 
infested by a band of twenty brigands, ied by 
a notorious robber chief named Julius 


Voyte. They attacked the residence 
of a wealthy land-owner named Vetch- 
kerovitch, who had refused to pay them 
blackmall.| They slaughtered the live stock 
found ont lace and after plundering the 
house set it fire, The owner himself suc- 
ceeded in e ing, although he was badly 
burned. The troops went in pursuit of and 
overtook them. The robbers were captured 
after wounding several soldiers. At the 
abode of Voyte, the robber leader, they 
found a large quantity of stolen wealth, the 
lace also being fitted up in rich and pro- 
use 3 In the cellar of 
Voyte’s ouse a peasant was found 
whom the robber chief was holding for ran- 
som.

SUSPENSION OF THE PURCHASE ACT TO 
COME IN SOME FORM. 


Proposed Measure by Congressmen Har- 
tor— Mr. Blaine and Senator Kenna 
Improving—Nominations by the Presi- 
dent—Legislation Resumed by Both 
Houses of Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.—Representa- 
tive Michael D. Harter of Ohio objects to the 
suspension of silver purchase resolution 
introduced in the Senate by Mr. McPherson 
of New Jersey on the ground that 
it gives the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury greater control over the subject 
thanany man could wish and more than 
Congress ought to place in the hands of any 
officer of the Government. He will offer in 
the House to-day a substitute inthe nature of 
a House joint resolution providing as fol- 
lows: That all further purchases of 
silver bullion by the United States of Amer- 
ica shall cease from and after the passage or 
adoption of this resolution, and that said 
purchases shall not be resumed until an in- 
ternational agreement shall be reached, 
which agreement shall at least include Great 
Britain, Germany, France and the United 
States of America, and which agreement 
shall fix the valuation at which silver bull- 
fon shall be received for coinake without 
limit as to quantity at the mints of all 
the nations which are parties to said inter- 
national agreement. 

Mr.-Harter thinks this resolution would ac- 
complish the same result and not be open to 
the same objection as the McPherson resolu- 
tion. It would, moreover, be says, be a 
notice to the world that weare ready to join 
with other civilized nations in the coinage of 
silver upon any ag:eed ratio, and that mean- 
while we declined going on raking their 
chestnuts in for them at the risk of 
commercial disaster and national dis- 
grace. Mr. Harter says he be- 
lieves that silver purchases have greatly 


contracted the currency during the last 
twenty-four or twenty-five months, and that 
after counting in the notes issued by tbe 
Government in payment for pig silver, the 
actual volume of the currency is to-day prob- 
ably at least 3200, 000, 00 and perhaps $250,000, - 
000 or 3275, 000, 00 smaller than if we had been 
out of the silver speculation entirely. 

Senator Allison, who has returned from his

THE VICE-PRESIDENT’S ROOM. 


An Interesting Apartment in the Capitol 
to Be Occupied by Mr. Stevenson. 

Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2.—The room to 
be occupied by Mr. A. E. Stevenson after 
March 4 next as his office at the Capitol is one 
of the handsomest as well as one of the most 
historic in the way of relics that there isin 
the city of Washington. In the Senate wing of 
the Capitol there are two rooms set aside as 
offices for the President of the United States 


and the Vice-President of the United States. 
The former room is by far the hanasomer of 
the two, but it is little used as an Office. The 
latter, however, though not as pretty as the 
President's is a very beautiful room. It 1s 
used dally as the office of the Vice-President 
while the Senate is lu session,and it contains 
some very interesting relics. 

It is large and square, with stuccoed ceiling 
and tinted walls, and is situated just at the 
end ofthe Senate lobby. Its furniture con- 
sists of a very beautiful ecru-tinted carpet, 
five large chairs, including arocking chair, 
u pholstered in dark-green leather, two flat 
top rosewoo1 tables and an office desk. 
There is also t large sofa, fire-screen, drop- 
lights, etc. 

The replace s of the old style—wood being 
used as fuel entrely. Just between the Vice- 
President's seat at the center table and tue 
fireplace is the large glass screen, and this 
serves to throw off the heat but still does not 
spoil the effect of the buraing hickory logs. 
The large brass fender around the fire used 
tw protect the carpet from the sparks isa 
very elegant affair, and it has been the 
custom for many years to give to the retiring 
Vice-President this fender with its accom- 
panying poker, tun«s, etc. 

In the right hand corner as you enter the 
room is a small Marvia safe upon wisich 1s 
marked in gilt letters ‘‘Vice-President of 
the United States. This safe is usedasa 
repository for the eleetoral votes as they 
come from the different States just after 
election until they are Sunted in the House 
of Representatives. Thecustom prevails, aod 
probably will always prevail, that during 
the period when the electoral votes are with- 
in the safe, two officers of the Capitol police 
force are detailed to watch them night and 
day, and they are so vigilant that even the 
Vice-President’s private secretary is not ad- 
mitted to the room without one of the om 
cers accompanying him, The combination of 
the safe is at that time known only to the 
Vice-President then holding the position as 
President of the Senate. 

Ihe former entrance to the Vice-Presi- 
dent’s chamber, just outside of the lobby, 
has been for some years closed, and the little 
alcove made thereby is now used asa was- 
room. This little place contains one of the 
most interesting relics in the room. It is a 
small mirror, two anc one-half feet long by 
eighteen inches wide, and was purchase: by 
the Senate for John Adams, the first Vice-Pres- 
ident of the United States, who was on the 
ticket with Washington. It has a very or- 
dinary gilt frame and is made of poor ma- 
teriai. Still, it caused a great controversy 
in the Senate at the time of its purchase, 
some of the Senators cbjecting to the price, 
which was #40, saying that that amount was 
entirely too much for the Government to ex- 
pend for a mirror, even for the Vice- 
President, but after a lengthy and 
interesting debate, it was decided 
to buy it. The mirror has received 
every care and is now almost in perfect con- 
dition, having been fer the last fifty vears in 
the care of the venerable Capt. Bassett. 
Another article in the little Wash-room isa 
very beautifully carved tollet case. This 
cabinet is of ebony and was made for Mr, 
Chester A. Arthur by Als special request. 

Upon the right wall looking from the en- 
trance, is a painting of George Washington, 
considered ‘the best of Washington in exist- 
ence. It was executed by Rem ndt Peale, 
in 1795. Peale had three sittings of Washing- 
ton, and at that time dentistry was not prac- 
ticed so scientifically as at the present day. 
and it is a historical fact that at each of these 
sittings Washington used raw cotton as a 
substitnte for false testh so as to fill out the 
mouth and cheeks. “his adds great value to 
the portrait as it gives his face a determined 
look, which was verynatural in Washington.

The 
mortgage was taken to Mr. Henrici while he 
lay upon his deathbed and he staned it. It is 
said that Mr. Henricl was in a semi-comatose 
state atthe time, and his nerveless fingers 
hadto be guided while he signed the docu- 
ment. 

The act ofsignature was seen by several 
people, and the reportthat the mortgage 
was completed under such circumstances 
evoked considerable comment from members 
of the society who are not infavor of Mr. 


The society to-day consists of some forty 

odd persons, two-thirds of whom have en- 
tered the society during the pastsix years. 
The old original members numberabouta 
dozen and most of them are incapable by 
old age and bodily infirmities 
from taking an active part inthe society’s 
affairs. It seems likely. however, that 
there will be waratonce between the Duss 
faction, or newcomers, and those who may 
be appropriately called the original mem- 
bers. The council as now composed is in 
sympathy with Mr. Dussand the new regime. 
The members of the council occupy all the 
offices and manage the different industries by 
whit a Economy is supported. For some time 
an eifort has been made by Mr. Duss and tlie 
council to get rid of the most intelligent of 
the old Economites; Some months ago the 
councilexpelled Henry Feicht, one of the 
original members, butthe act of expulsion 
was reversed when they were threatened 
with legal proceedings. 
John Duss, who succeeds Fr. Henrici,is one 
of the youngest members of the curious com- 
munistic Harmonists, as they prefer to call 
themselves. The outside world knows them 
better as Economists. 

On a bluff overlooking the Ohio River, 
about eighteen miles below Pittsburg. dwell 
these peculiar people. Nearly all of this 
nineteenth century they have been there. 
During thattime no member ofthe society 
has married, no one has been hungry, II- 
housed or ill-fed, and the community 18 
worth $30,000,000. That is the estimate of the 
outside world, Those within the society 
think itasinto even compute their posses- 
sions. 

John Duss joined the society only alittle 
more than two years ago. But he has been 
connected with it as a school teacher and in 
other capacities nearly all his life. His 
father and mother were members before 
him. lie is the scholar of the community, a 
Man of affairs, of unusual business ability. 
He is an admirable modern representative of 
the great Fr. Rapp, who founded the 
society. 

That was many years ago, in the first two 
orthree years of this century. Rapp was 
born in Wurtemberg. He was a Weaver, but 
was unsuccessfui, and became a laborer in 
the vineyards. While in the fields he said he 
received a message from God. lie was a 
reader of books and a powerful exhorter. 
George Bentel, arich man, became one of 
his followers. It was he who furnished the 
money for the emigration to America when 
Rapp saw that his society could not flourish 
i Germany. 

It was about 1805 that Rapp came to Amer- 

lle intended making the settlement in 
Loulsiana. But a place now known as zelten— 
ople, in Butler County. Pa., so attracted him 
that he bought a large tract ot land there 
and foundedatown. He took care to draw 
up an (ron-clad set of rules, which gave him 
SGeolute power.

QUESTIONS OF ART. 


DESIGN OF THE ARTISTS’ NEW SOCIETY 
BUILDING SEVERELY CRITICISED. 


Spetial Correspondence Post-Di1sPaTcu. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—The building of the So- 
ciety of American artists is finished although 
not yet fully furnished, and I am 
sure that, inside at least, the public will be 
pleased with it. 

The little doorway to the left admits the 
students of the leagueto the office of this 
association and thence to the main stairway 
which carries them to thelr own abodes 
near the top of the building. Through the 


main door one entersa spacious hall which, 
if one turns to the left, brings one to 
the staircase or, if one keeps straight 
on, to the exhibition galleries. On the right 
of this hall is the large club-room of the So- 
ciety of American Artists, still in need of the 
handsome and comfortable fittings which it 
oughtto have and which some one would 
give it, I think, were it generally known how 
hard its owners have worked to secure the 
erection ofa building which will be a great

The interior of the Fine Arts Bullding is very 
attractive in many ways, and nothing but 
praise can be given tothe skilful and refined 
manner in which its decoration has been exe- 
cuted. If one lookg at the exterior carving 
and at the mantelpivce, designed in a corre- 
sponding style,which ornaments the roomof 
the Architectural League one’s respect for the 
American artisan grows quite enthusiastic. 
But I wish that the architect capable of hav- 
ing his work so well executed had designed it 
a little differently. 

Inthe first place I wish that, instead of 
this early French renaissance style, Mr. 
Hardenbergh had chosen some more distinct 
and definite—which means some purer— 
style. In another buildingthe choice he has 
made would not matter nearly so much. 
Another bullding would be looked upon sim- 
ply as an exainple of individual taste and not 
asthe expression of the taste of our three 
most important artistic associations, one of 
them an association of architects. It would 
be regarded asathing to admire or not as 
one chose; but this building will naturally 
be regarded as an object lesson—as a pattern 
which, from its genesis, must be worthy of 
imitation. And the style it exhibits is nota

the modeling-room forthe league students. 
In the second story is the club-room of the 
Architectual League and some of the 
students’ studies, and in the third, the re- 
mainder of these studies and two club-rooms 
for the Art Students’ 
whole body of pupils and one for that smaller 
body of students and others which forms the 
league properly socalled. The studies are 
many, asthe needs of the different classes 
demand; they are excellently arranged and 
excellently lighted, andif they do not seem 
very large it is only because they are already 
full to overflowing. More than 600 pupils are 
now at workin this much-needed building, 
and there is a waiting list of about fifty who 
cannot now be accommodated. 

But the exhibition galleries of course have 
most interest for the general public. And 
the general public, collectively and individu- 
ully, will rejoice when they hear that they 
will not need to ascend any stairs to reach 
them. They lie back of the main building, 
are naturally only a single story in height, 
and extend right through to Fifty-elghth 
Street. Nevertheless dignity of effect has 
been secured by successive . slight rajsings of 
their floors. First we enter a long room 
running acrossthe building and measuring 
fifty-seven by about thirty-five feet; then, 
mounting two or three steps which le oppo- 
site the entrance door, a square room, out of 
which, on either hand, opens a smaller one;

style that ought to find frequent followers at 
the present day. 

Seen in genuine examples onthe soil where 
it grew, this style has great interest and ex- 
ceeding charm. It is a transitional style— 
one where tha new-born manner of the Ke- 
naissance has not quite shaken itself free 
from the old Gothic influence: and transition- 
alstyles are, perhaps, more interesting than 
any others to students witha feeling for the 
meaning as weil as the effect—for the history 
as well as the facts—of the art of architec- 
ture, for they are the links which 
prove that architectural manners have 
always been developed, never invented; 
and they show, of course, the way 
in which development was accomplished. 
This especial style of the time of Frances I, 
has much of the picturesque beauty of Gothic 
domestic work, and much ofthe serene dig- 
nity of pure renaissance work; and the mix- 
ture makes it extremely attractive to the eye 
which can decipher the origin of its elements 
and appreciate the ingenious good taste with 
which they have been combined. 

But the very reasons which thus make it 
attractive to the student make it unfitted for 
adaptation to modern uses. Itis not a co- 
herent, consistent, sturdy, self - possessed, 
many-sided style, the character of which 
may be preserved, while its elements are 
used in new combinations and proportions 
sulledtothe new practical needs of to day.

and then, mounting a few steps more, the 
largest gallery which measures fifty-seven by 
about seventy-five feet. Despite this differ- 
ence in its dimensions of leugth and breadth, 
it makes more the effect ofasquare than of 
an oblong room; and—a fact which may in- 
terest transatiautic travelers—itis Just about 
the size of the Petit Gallery on the Rue Seze 
in Paris. 

Thus from the entrance one looks through 
successive doorways and up two short flights 
of steps to the further wall of the further 
gallery, which means that one looks through 
the whole breadth ofthe block. The effect is 
spacious end stately, even when the rooms 
are guite empty; and when they are filled 
and adorned ought to prove extremely hand- 
some. The difference in the size of ti gal- 
leries was, Of course, carefully planned to 
meet the needs of collections of diferent 
sizes, and when they are all used together 
they will accommodate as many pictures as 
ought to be brought together in a single 
place. Ofcourse,exhibitions like the coming 
one at Chicago stand by themselves. They 
must be very big or Sher would not fullfil 
their porticular end. But I hope that we may 
never have in New York a place large 
enough to accommodate annual shows as 
huge as the salons of Paris, tor the fact that

Good examples of it are not numerous, for, 
naturally, no transitional style, perhaps, has 
persisted very long, and unless one of these 
examples is copied pretty literally, then, 1 
think, the essence of the style must evapo- 
rate. It we want to dulld Francis Prem- 
mier’’ we must build pretty Nearly some such 
structure as was built of Olid. We cannot 
bend it to the manifold needs of to-day as we 
can the pure Italian Renaissance styles. We 
can build palaces with it and elavorate pri- 
vate houses, but notcommerial structures, 
for instance, the idea of an Ofice building in 
the style of Francis I. is as absurd as the 
idea of a typewriter girl dressed like a lad 

ofthe time of Louis XV. What we nee 

most to-day is that American archi- 
tects should gradually agree Upon some broad 
general manner, ic enough to meet every 
need, religious and commercial as well as 
domestic, and very 25 as well as very 
elaborately domestic. The style of the time 
of Francis I. 1 not such a manner. and there- 
fore lregret that a structure and genesis

I do not feei it indiscreet tous to call atten- 
tionto the likeness between this building 
and the famous so-called House of Francis 
I.“ in Paris. for it is a likeness in- 
stantly apparent to any one whois familiar 
even with the prints in popular works upon 
architecture. Our pictures show in how far 
the buildings are allke and in how far they 
differ. Mr. Hardenbergh has taken the two 
beautiful stories of the French house, raised 
them on a basement, and capped them with 
a heavy cornice and low but steep roof, In 
itselt his basement story is very good, and 
the main doorway is particularly charming; 
nor, ifa basement had to placed beneath 
these two rich stories, could they have been 
better accompanied than by one of this 
simplicity. But, as any one will see from 
our pictures, they would necessarily be 
injured by the addition of any 
basement whatsoever. And in his 
upper addition Mr. Hardenbergh hag done 
much less than in his lower one. If a 
cornice had to be added above the lovely 
quiet attic of the French house it should have 
been quiet, too, while this one is aggressive, 
over-heavy, out of scale with the features 
below it and out of harmony with their de- 
tails. For the slope of the roof, too steep 
and short to be agreeable, practical exigen- 
cles were doubtless responsible. But to say 
thisisto beg the question—it simply means 
that the House of Francis I.“ should not 
have been taken as a model, as it could not“ 
be copied Hterally or well adapted for just 
this purpose.

I want alsotoexplainthatI do not think 
one need quarrel, On general principles, with 
the confessed adaptation or even the close 
copying of ancient works of architecture— 
only with such action when it results in the 
disfigurement of the old example and not in 
the production ofa really successful modern 
version, Certain persons find fault, for in- 
stance, withthe Madison Square tower be- 
cause, in mass and outline, it was imitated 
from the Giraldain Spain. But in mass and 
Outline itis just what was wanted on that 
corner of Madison Square and on that par- 


ticular building, and, moreover, in one way 
the original has beenimprovedupon. The 
old tower was dullt at two tar-apart times 
and in two styles which do not harmonize 
well. Ata distance its effect is very - beauti- 
ful; near at hana admiration for the lower, 
Moorish part increases, while admiration for 
the upper, late renaissance part decreases. 
Our tower is all in one style, a very delight- 
ful, earlier form of renaissance; and thus 
the Impression it makes ata distance is not 
altered or in any way impaired as we ap- 
proach it. 

But noone can call Mr. Hardenbergh’s 
building an improvementin any way on its 
model, and no one, | think, will call it as ex- 
cellent a building, outside, for its purpose as 
might have been designed. It is not whether 
one adopts or copies, but whether one adapts 
or coples well, that should be thought the 
important question. Noone can invent“ in 
architecturalart to-day. The most ‘‘origi- 
nal’’ among modern works are but adapta- 
tions of the works of former ages—even those 
crude monstrosities for which, at first sight, 
no precedent seemsto exist. And the Dest 
among modern works—things like the 
World's Fair buildings at Chicago—are more 
patent adaptations than many of their 
unsuccessful rivals. One may be original in 
architecture to-day, but only as adapting old 
precedents in unhackneyed ways—not as in- 
venting something wholly novel in form and 
feature and proportion. And when a task Is 
set which can be excellently accomplished by 
the pretty close following of some anclent 
example there is no reason why it should not 
be thus accomplished. Our danger Mes in 
being too *‘original,’’ not in being too schol- 
arly, foramong other reasons why this is so, 
It is plain that most of our current problems 
cannot be well solved by anything except 
adaptation of the boldest sort. 


As attention has thus been called tothe 
House of Francis I. I may say that it 
is one of the most charming of all the 
domestic structures that Hurope has to show. 
It originally stood in the village of Moret, 
near Fontainebleau, but in 1826 it was torn 
down, removed to Paris and carefully re- 
erected, stone by stone, on the Champs 
Elysees, at the corner of the Rue Bayard and 
the Cours dela Reine. Itis believed to have 
been built about the year 1527, and. as 
French tradition likes to say that things 
were as they ought not to have been, this 
tradition tells us that it was a gift to some 
royal mistress. Coloris given to the state- 
ment by the presence of a portrait of Diane 
de Poitiers among its carvings, but this por- 
trait, with those of Henry II. and Francis 
II., is undoubtedly a later addition. Those of 
Louis XII. and his Queen and of Francis I. 
himself are, on the other hand, evidently 
part of the original fabric, and so is the like- 
ness of Francis’ sister, Margaret of Navarro, 
which holds the post of honor in the center 
of the broad frieze between the two stories. 
And thus veracious historians declare that 
the house was probably a tribute of grati- 
tude from Francis to this sister, who not 
only showed him deep sympathy during his 
captivity in Spain, but was practically in- 
strumental in securing his release. 

In design the architect seems to have been 
influenced by the ola palaces of Venice. In 
decoration he adopted the new Renaissance 
manner, but with allen touches of a gaily 
wiliful character, in which the influence of 
Gothic precedents may be read. Thus the 
caps over the sinall windows in the lateral 
portions of the facade are distinctly Gothic 
in origin, although wrought with classical 
details, and the pilasters between the larger 
windows, although based upon Corinthian 
models, are treatedin a light, elaborate, 
broken manner which is certainly more 
Gothic than classicin feeling. All this may 
be seen if one looks at the building on Forty- 
seventh street. But charming as the carving 
here is, one cgnnot admire it quite so much 
as the beautiful portrait medallions and the 
exquisite arabesques of the French original, 


Those who merely read what we, who have 
seen it, write about the artistic success of 
the Chicago Fair must often be Doubting 
Thomases, asking themselves whether in 
reality this occidental creation of the allied 
arts can be so far superior to its European 
predecessors. The scream of the eagle must 
sometimes seem to sound in their ears rather 
than the dispassionate voice of careful esti- 
mateandcriticism. And we forgive them, 
for once ina while, asthe impression made 
by a sight of Jackson Park grows a little dim- 
mer in our minds, we are almost tempted 
to ask the same question of ourselves. 
Were we really right in thinking 
our Fair. greatly superior, from the artistic 
point of view, toallother fairs? Was there 
not some subtle influence in its air inducing 

triotism to swerve thecritical sense a little 
rom a strictly inpartial standpoint? Or was 
not some part of our delight due toa reac- 
tion from those dreary anticipations of pat- 
ent failure which had filled our minds onen 
it was first proposed that the Fair should 
go toChicago?’’ In short, was not that Fair 
mierobe, which, Mr. Frank Mil assures 
us, bites every one who enters J on Park 
a walignant little bacilius, Alling our heate 
veins with the fever of over-enthusiasm?

EXPOSURE OF THE COAL TRUST. 

The InterstateCommerce Commission, 
which has been investigating the Reading 
coal combine, closed its work yesterday 
with the testimony of Mr. John C. Had- 
dock, oneof the very few independent 
producers who have not been crushed by 
the great monopoly. 

Mr. Haddock speaks from personal and 
minute acquaintance with the whole sub- 


ject. According to his statement he has 
been playing a difficult game with his big 
foes, who have used every artifice and em- 
ployed every trick to compel him to sell 
out. Cars have been refused him and coal 
has been sold tohis customers for the 
price of transportation, the coal being 
given away. The price is regulated at the 
monthly meetings as he testifies of his 
certain knowledge, and the whole pur- 
pose of the trust is laid bare. And the 
worst of itis that the syndicate owns 95 
per cent of all the anthracite land. 

To say that the situation is full of dan- 
ger is putting it mildly. A single corpora- 
tion which owns absolutely all the coal 
resources of a State can do pretty much 
what it pleases with the market, and con- 
sumers must submit unless there is some 
provision in law to restrain monopolistic 
greed. Happily the best legal authorities, 
ex-Senator Edmunds being one of them, 
are agreed that the Federal anti-trust law 
is ample protection against such anti- 
social and selfish powers. As Mr. Had- 
dock puts it, the laws are adequate if en- 
forced.’’ This has not been attempted by 
the Administration, which has maintained 
an attitude of supine indifference if not 


positive friendliness to the 163trusts aimed

DICTATION vs. “ELECTION. 


The wisdom of Mr. Cleveland’s course 
in opposing Mr. Murphy’s candidacy may 
be doubted, but the soundness of his 
views on the New York Senatorship and of 
his objections to Murphy cannot be ques- 
tioned. The truth of his remarks on the 
subject is universally recognized and it is 
safe to say that if the Senatorial matter 
were put toa vote of the Democrats of 
New York the ring candidate would be 
defeated by an overwhelming majority. 

The Democratic voters of New York, 
however, have no direct power to control 
the Senatorial election. It is in the hands 
of a Legislature presumably under control 
of the Nes machine bosses and chosen 
without reference to the Senatorship. The 
candidacy of Murphy did not figure in the 
election of the Legislature. He is the can- 
didate of the machine, not of the voters, 
and should he be chosen at the dictation 
of the machine he will be its representa- 
tive and not the representative of the peo- 
ple. The people of New York are at the 
mercy of the machine, which may foist any 
Senator upon them it sees fit. Whatever 
deference its bosses may pay to public 
opinion is a matter of grace. 

Thus the Senatorial situation in New 
York affords a timely addition to other 
strong arguments against the present 
method of choosing United States Senators 
and in favor of their election by the peo- 
ple. If the people of New York elected 
their Senators by a direct vote the shadow 
ofan incompetent ring politician would 
not now be thrown menacingly across a 
Senatorial seat of the Empire State.

‘AN EYE-OPENER ON COINAGE. 


Proposition From a OCitizen to Make 
Coins Cheap. 


Superintendent Allen of the Butte and Bos- 
ton Mining Co. of Montana, has sent a letter 
to the Secretary of the Treasury offering to 
make any amount of much better silver dol 
lars for 90cents apiece than are at pres- 
ent in use. Mr. Allen takes the post. 
tion that counting silver at 8 cents per 
ounce, the intrinsic vaiue of a siiver dollar 
is only 65.71 cents. He would put in each dol- 
lar 400 grains of pure silver, whereas the 
present dollar only contains 371% grains, 
and he would number and letter 
each coin, so that the Government would 
not be compelled to redeem dupli- 
cates, a safeguard now neglected, Mr. Allen 
says he woud reapa profit in coining while 
the price of silver was anywhere under 129.29.

SHE HAD MANY HUSBANDS. 


Marrying Mania That Possessed 
Myrtle Fuller of Vermont. 
CAMBRIDGE, Vt., Jan. 4.—The adventures 

of Myrtle Fuller, who is supposed to have 

fled to Canada to avoid conviction and pun- 
ishment for bigamy, are beginning to leak 
out since her departure from Cambridge. 

She was arrested a few days ago at Burling- 

ton and released on bond. Her case was 

to have come up to-morrow, but 
she has disappeared. Myrtle is the 


daughter of Roscoe Fuller, a wealthy citizen 
ot Cambridge, anda niece of Senator Balley 
Fuller of North Dakota. She isan intelli- 
gent, vivacious girl of good appearance, but 
with the nature of a demon anda 
long list of mistortunes laid at her door. Her 
adventures cover a territory from New 
Hampshire to the Pacific Coast. 

Her first husband was Mr. Matthew I. 
Kennedy of Two Harbors, Minn., a superin- 
tendent of bridges and buildings on the Du- 
luth & Iron Range Kallroad. 

The first acquaintance of the couple was by 
means ofa Western matrimonial paper and 
the resulting correspondence. They met in 
Concord, N. H., where Myrtle was an appar- 
ently respectable dressmaker, This was in 
May, 1891. 

Shortly after Kennedy’s return to Minne 
sota he received a letter from Miss Fuller ask 
ing as toa possible situation for her in bu- 
luth. He at once inclosed advertisements 
clipped from papers in Duluth. Shortly after - 
wards „iss Fuller arrived. Kennedy de- 
sired to marry at once the girl whom he had 
known less than a week, andon New Year’s 
eve of 1892 they were married at West Su- 
perior. They went o Jamestown, N. D., to 
visit the bride’s uncle, Balley W. Fuller, 
then Mayor of the town. They then returned 
to Duluth, where, after a month or two or 
contentment, the husband found that his 
wife was intimate with four different men. 
Kennedy informed bis wife that he would 
have nothing more to do wvith her. He gave 
her a handsome sum ot money and left for 
Denver. 

Mrs. Kennedy professed great repentance, 
but in March she sent a letter toa well- 
known young man, now at Essex Junction, 
Vt., who was then ‘living in Mexico. She ad- 
dressed him as Dearest Husband’’ and said 
she was- in Portland with Mother and 
Clate. Her letter breathes passionate love 
in every sentence. She remained in Portland 
three weeks, representing herself during 
that time as the daughter of Senator Fuller. 
She finally left for Denver, claiming that 
Kennedy had deserted her and left her desti- 
tute.

Fire Chief John Lindsay is to put three new 
engine houses into service shortly, one in the 
western, one in the northern and one in the 
central portion of the city. These new 
houses are to be manned by experienced 
firemen who will be taken from the veteran 
companies, and about fifty new men will be 
admitted into the department to fill up the 
gaps. Many young men in the city look 
on a berth in an oengine-house as 
the goal of ambition, and there is 
always a scramble for vacancies when they 
occur. The chief appoints the firemen, but 
the Mayor approves the appointments, so no 
man can get into the Department without 
his honor's consent. This being the case, it 
has always been the custom for the chief and 
the Mayor to divide the appointments de- 
tween them. With past administrations 
the chief got the lion’s share, as the 
Mayor seldom gave himself any trouble 
about such a small thing as appointments of 
firemen. This administration is different, 
however; since the reappointment of Chief 
Lindsay by Mayor Noonan and the beginning 
of the Mayor’s campaign for re-election, 
his honor, or Private secretary James H. 
Brennan, bas insistedon his pound of flesh 
and has taken it whether he drew 
blood or not. No ma gets on 
the list of firemen now who 
is without a pull. Sometimes there are two 
applicants for the same place, each with a 
pull, and then other considerations enter 
intothe appointment. For some time it has 
been openly said about the City Hall that 
money was being used to procure these ap- 
pointments. 

DELEGATE HUBER’S CANDIDATE. 

One case in point is being talked about 

quietly about the Mayor’s office. It would 


robably never have become known, but for 
he rupture between two well-known poll- 
ticlans—George Gunsollis, Superintendent 
of the Street Department and member of the 
Democratic Central Committee, and Conrad 
Huber, member of the House of Delegates 
from the Twenty-sixth Ward.

The United States Consul at the place of ship- 
ment merely has to certify that the manifest 
is correct and that he bas sealed and closed 
the car. Such certification carries the mer- 
chandise to its consignee without inspection 
or delay at the border. This arrangement 
was entered into when the railway trafic 
with Canada was small and the intention of

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SADI CARNOT PRESIDENT OF FRANCE. 


President Carnot hus thus far been a model 
President. He has succeeded as no man could 
expect to succeed Ina military country like 
France without the prestige of military 
fame. Quiet, intelligent, unobtrusive, re- 
fined anda gentleman of studious habits, he 


could not expect to reach the pinnacle ofa 
Frenchman’s glory had it not been for the 
record of his fathers. 

His lineageis of the best, but his grand- 
father stands in history asthe most conspic- 
uous of the name. Inthe first republic his 
military genius was considered of the first 


out a peer, and, better than all, kind fortune 
smiled upon bis efforts and gave him that 
consecration which only success can give. 
He was the avowed and open adversary of 
Napoleon when brave men only could 
resist the master’s will, His inde- 
pendence was absolute, his indifference 


to public favor complete. He remained in 
retirement because he preferred obscurity | 
to a shining collar. But when, in 1814, 
Victory had turned her back upon the 
man who had exhausted her favors and 
her patience Carnot became realiy le 
grande Carnot. He flung overboard his 
prejudices, his preferences and his dislikes 
and offered his services tothe Emperor, be- 
cause in that way alone could he serve his 
country. 

It is much to the praise of the present 
Carnot that he has not been crushed by this 
great record. Since he has sat in the presi- 
dential chair he has never, in any single in- 
stance, stretched or strained the law for his 
own benefit or his personal glory. He never 
exhibited the petulance of Thiers, the sol- 


dierly impatience of MacMahon at constitu- 


tional obstacles,nor the sordid littleness of his 
immediate predecessor. He has been in prac- 
tice what he ought tobe in theory—the arm 


ofthe law; if he has seen to its faithful exe- 


cution without reference tothe effect which 
that execution might have upon his own for- 
tunes. Indeed, he has developed, so to speak, 
under tho influences of high office. His de 
meanor on public occasions has been a model 
of good taste, his many addresses full of wis- 
dom and patriotism. So correct has been 
his attitude and so admirable the perform- 
ance of his duties that he has attracted his 
very enemies, and untila week ago was the 
only person mentioned as his own successor. 
It seems to us, accustomed as we are to the 
mechanical operation of our institutions and 
the frequent changes in the personnel of our 
machinists, that the usefulness of sucha 
faithful servant should not be imperiled 
from so slight a cause. If he is confessedly 
pure and honorable the employment ot this 
orthatagent was simply a question of ex- 
pediency and judgment, and he ought not to 


| suffer in the estimation of the nation that he 


has so faithfully served. 

Butthe point of view isnot thesame in 
France as it is in the United States. Our way 
of looking at things depends much upon cli- 
mate, latitude, habits and temperament,and 
there is no country in the world where it may 
be so properly saidthat there is but a step 
between the Capitolana the Tarpetan rock. 
The object of to-day’s adulation and worship 
may not know whethereven decent respect 
will be accorded him when he greets the 
morrow’s sun. ‘ 

The effect of all this upon the Republic itself 
isnot likely to be serious, for the simple 
reason that there is no man great enough 


and strong enough to plunge into the melee, 
and by running the risks of a pretender’s 
role, secure the prize of power. The party 
of Boulanger perished wi th Boulanger him- 
self; indeed, it died long before his own dra- 
matic act of self-destruction. The Count of 
Paris lost legions of friends by consenting 
to take part with his royalhands in the 
disreputable business which ended in the 
Boulanger fiasco. There is no French gen- 
tleman of such undoubted fame and eclat as 
to make plausible an assumption of power by 
himself, and, more than all. the men who now 
rule France—I mean the young men of 30, 
in the fullness of their manly vigor, who 
have never known any other regime—would 
never be willing to abdicate their independ- 
ence and consent to the overthrow of the 
Republic for the sake of entering upon an 
unknown path and a most dangerous future. 

We all know that the Government of the 
Republic has done wonders for France, and 
the Frenchman of to-day may well feel proud 
when the German Chancellor finds it neces- 
sary to warn his people in solemn tones 
before their law-makers that the France of 
the Republic will not fall so easily a victim to 
the German invader as thelll-fated Empire of 
1870. The Government that built the new and 
splendid fortresses which have made Paris 
practically inpregnable; that has raised 
up and consolidated the finest army— 
such as the world has never seen—has deep 
claims to the respect and affection of every 
Frenchman. 

All lovers of progress, of popular govern- 


ment and of freedom wl anxiously watch 
the crisis now going on in France, and will 
give their best wishes to the honest gentle- 
man who has done his best to preserve intact 
the trust committed to his han

Of the daily life of the three eldest imperial 
princes our Berlin correspondent writes: 
The princes,as is generally known,are very 
simply and strictly brought up. Every day, 
summer and winter, they get up at 7 o’clock 
in the morning, and have breakfast a quarter 
to 8, consisting of tea and rolls. 

The meal never lasts more than a quarter 
of an hour, Punctually ats their lessons 
begin. The Crown Prince as well asthe 
Prince Fritz and Adalbert, are each taught 
separately, but for some hours the Crown 
Prince and Prince Fritz are taught together. 


The Crown Prince, who is most zealous and 
takes all his lessons in earnest, is much fur- 
ther advanced than his two brothers. 

The play hours during the morning are 
filled up with gymnastics, games of ball, 
digging, etc., in the playground near the 
right wing ofthe new palace. At 9:45 they 
take luncheon—sandwiches, claret and nat- 
ural mineral water, which beverage is much 
drank at the imperial table. 

After lunch they again have lessons for a 
short time, and then take their riding lessons, 
either in the riding school in bad weather, or 
in fine weather out of doors, The crown 
price, whois an excellent rider, with a firm 
seat, has latel® begun to ride his white horse, 
„Abdul,“ which he received on his birthday 
from the Emperor, a handsome, large 
Arabian with a long tall and thick mane, of 
faultless bulld, proud bearing, and a most 
graceful step. After their riding lessons they 
sometimes take a ride in the neighborhood of 
the new palace, accompanied by the crown

Protection Hopeless to Relieve British 
Agricultural Depression. 


WO LEGAL ENACTMENT CAN RESTORE 
PERMANENT PROSPERITY. 


‘Crofter Assisted Emigration From Scot- 
land Abandoned —General Disaffection 
in Mexico Officially Denied—An Ameri- 
can Lady Wedded to a Titled English- 
man— France and Russia. 


Lonpown, Jan. 4.—In response to inquiries 
sent to him regarding the resolutions adopted 
at the recent agricultural conference, the 
Duke of Argyle has written a letter for pub 
lication, in which he says that the tem- 
porary pressure of bad seasonscan only be 
met by temporary methods, the adjustment 
of which isin the interest of both landlord 
and tenants, and makes protection irra- 
tionaland hopeless. The permanent reme- 
dies for the agricultural depression, 
the Duke adds, are new 
methods of cultivating and capital. 
The Earl of Derby, writing on the same sub- 
ject, says that protection is a mere imposs!- 
bility, unworthy of discussion. Inquiries of 
asimilar nature were made of the Earlof 
Selborne, who, in his review, denies that 
farm laborers have materially suffered from 
the depression. It would, in his opinion, 
be precipitate to assume thatthe causes of 
the present depression will operate perma- 
nently. Protection, he says, would not as- 
sist in restoring prosperity. 

The outgoing of Lord Salisbury’s adminis- 
tration and the incoming of that of Mr. Glad- 
stone have quite upset the policy and plans in 
the matter of state-aided emigration. The 
Secretary for Scotland has stated that there 
will be no further crofter emigration to the 
Canadian Northwest under state con- 
trol. The British Columbia crofter 
scheme is affected by this dec- 
aration, and as a consequence the 
crofter company which proposed to estab- 
lish acrofter colony and provide the mem- 
bers with means for making a living, which 
would be to the mutual advantage of both the 
company and its settlers, is still unformed, 
and the syndicate has been compelled to ob- 
tain extension of time of one year for its 


formation. 

The Evicted Tenants’ Commission resumed 
its session in Dublin to-day, Sir James 
Mathew presiding. Mr. Dion made an 
earnest plea in behalf of the reinstatment of 
évicted tenants and he produced statistics 
showing the number of good settlements 
made through the Plan of Oampaign between 
jandlords and tenants. 

These settlements have been brought about 
through the good sense and good feeling of 
the landlords and theirtenants. Upon some 
of them the battle was fought fora time with 
a stubborness anda tenacity which charac- 
terized the Irish ple, whether they be 
landlords or tenants or their allies on either 
side, Nevertheless an honorable peace has 
been secured. Even upon the Olphert es- 
tate, of mournful memories, settlements 
le been come to, and there was 

that all the evicted ten- 
8 will be reinstated. Nevertheless Mr. 
Dilion informed the commission that there 
were thousands of evicted tenants whose 
condition was so pitiable and desperate that 
it constituted a menace tothe public peace, 
and he urgently advised that measures be 
adopted ror their relief, both on the ground 
of humanity and public security. Mr. Dion 
also spoke severely of those landlords who 
were apparently endeavoring to embarrass 


a 
the Government by merciless*evictions at 


this severe season. 

Mr. James O'Connor, a leading member of 
the Irish Evicted Tenants’ Association, Is re- 
ported as saying that they did not want to 
hamper Mr. Gladstone or Mr. Morley in any 
way, but that they were determined to do all 
in their power to get evicted tenants re- 
instated on thelr farms. Unless the land- 
lords wanted to see the agitation of the past 
twelve years re-commenced and repeated, 
they would bring about a satisfactory settie- 
ment with evictedtenants. The country was 
like a match and there needed very little to 
set aflame as big a land war as there was be- 
iore. 


MEXICO’S REVOLUTION, 


— 


CALS NOT AGGRESSIVE. 

CITY OF Mrxico, Jan. 4.—Stories to the ef- 
fect that there is great dissatisfaction 
throughout Mexico with the Diaz Govern- 
ment and that battles with revolutionists 
are being fought on the Northern frontier, 
as published abroad, are dented here. Itis 
deciared that the country was never more 
pacific or less inclined to revolution. 

A published interview with Gen. Reyes, in 
command on the Northern frontier, con- 
tairs the following: These bandits do not 
exceed 250 in number. They are scattered 
along the Texas side of the boundary. Gen. 
Estrada isloyal. The statement that he held 
only an unimportant command is untrue. 

Dr. Alarcon, Archbishop of Mexico, on de- 
ing shown a statement, published in Amer- 
ican newspapers, that the Church party is 
fostering and aiding the revolutionary 
movement on the frontier and desired a 
revolution against Diaz, emphatically, denied 
the truth of the assertion. He said: If the 
Clericals ever return to power, it must De 
peacefully. President Diaz, although a Lid - 
eral, is not an enemy to the church, nor is 
the church his enemy. 

The best informed authorities state that no 
Claims for damages against the United 
States, growing owt ofthe raids of bandits 
along the border, have been presented to the 
Government at Waspington. 

The news thatthe American Government 
had decided upon an energetic campaign on 
the frontier against the bandits has been 
joyfully received here. 

Gen. Reys is now in the City of Mexico con- 
sulting with President Diazin regard tothe 
raids. 

The Equitable Life Assurance Society of 
New York was the only company that sus- 
pended the taking of new business to-day 
when the new law relative to life insurance 
companies went into effect.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


CAUSE OF THE RUPTURE BETWEEN VON MOLTEKE 
AND BISMARCK. 


BERLIN, Jan. 4.—An article in the Neue Kruz 
dilates upon the military importance of Bel- 
fort for Germany. Moltke, says the article, 
wished to annex Belfort on the ground that 
it was of greater strategic value than Stras- 
burg, but Bismarck was against the annexa- 
tion, hence the coolness between the two 
men, which lasted until Moltke’s death. 

The German Wagner Society have pur- 
chased in Vienna the collection of Wagner 
manuscripts and other relics known as the 
Vienna Wagner Museum. The price was $25,- 
000. The conditions of the purchase were 
that the collection owner should continue to 
add to it until 1895, when it will be transferred 
to Germany.

FRANCE AND RUSSIA JN ACCORD. 

Paris, Jan. 4.—In view of what has been 
published regarding the effect of the Panama 
scandal on the entente between France and 
Russia, the Figaro’s correspondent sought 
interviews with Gen. Komaroff and Gen. 
Tchernaieff, well-known Russian officers, to 
learn the situation. Both generals ex- 
pressed themselves as confident that the 
Panama affair would have no effect upon the 
friendship Russia entertained for France. 

In speaking of the general European situa- 
tion, Gens. Komaroff and Tchernateff de- 
clared that a war with Germany would be 
the most popular of all wars.
